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Drama  Department  to  Give 
O'Neill's  'Ah,  Wilderness!' 


Eugene  O'Neill's  bright  com¬ 
edy,  “Ah,  Wilderness!”  under 
the  direction  of  Dr.  Ralph  Ful- 
som,  will  be  presented  Mar.  20- 
23  in  the  Administration  Build¬ 
ing  Auditorium. 

Although  O’Neill  won  four 
Pulitzer  Prizes  and  a  Nobel 
Prize  for  tragic  dramas,  “Ah, 
Wilderness!”  proves  that  he 
could  produce  comedy  which 
continues  to  delight  audiences. 

This  play,  a  portrait  of  the 
author  as  an  adolescent,  takes 
place  on  July  4,  1906.  It  con¬ 
cerns  an  American  family, 
their  humors  and  vexations. 
Chief  among  their  problems  is 
Richard,  their  son,  played  by 
Loring  Miller.  He  is  a  high 
school  senior  and  a  rebel.  He 
reads  Swinburne,  Shaw,  Wilde, 
and  Omar  Khayyam;  and  his 
mother  (Janelie  Jensen)  wor¬ 
ries. 

Richard  is  an  anarchist; 
he  hates  capitalism.  His 
father  (Jerry  Eisenhour), 
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tiic  genial  editor  of  a  news¬ 
paper  in  the  small,  sunlit 
New  England  town  where 
they  live,  looks  disturbed. 
Richard  is  also  passionately 
in  love  with  a  neighbor’s 
daughter  (Diana  Nelson).  1’he 
scraps  of  Swinburne  verse  he 
sends  her  outrage  her  puritan 
father  (Richard  Heinz)  who 
forbids  her  to  see  the  fervid 
suitor.  Despaired  by  this  at¬ 
tack  on  him,  Richard  attempts 
a  fling  with  a  “fast  woman” 
(Maggie  Price)  but  retreats  in 
panic,  only  to  find  himself  the 
subject  of  a  halting,  embar¬ 
rassed  lecture  by  his  father  on 
the  facts  of  life. 

But  Richard’s  damsel  man¬ 
ages  to  prove  her  devotion  at 
a  moonlit  rendezvous  on  the 
beach,  where  Richard  is  him¬ 
self  again. 

O’Neill  also  gives  a  mis¬ 
ty-eyed  glance  at  a  touch¬ 
ing  romance  between  the 
gangling  boy’s  maiden

aunt  (Susan  Blakcslcy) 
and  her  ne’er-do-well,  tip¬ 
pling  swain  (Harold 
VVebb),  for  whose  reforma¬ 
tion  she  has  been  waiting 
16  years. 

Others  in  the  cast  wDl  be 
Ruth  Martin,  as  Richrd’s 
sister,  and  Roger  Mongold  and 
Richard  Wilson,  as  his  broth¬ 
ers.  Don  Folkman,  Joel  Knut¬ 
son,  John  Hoffman,  and  Caro¬ 
lyn  Farber  complete  the  cast 
of  this  nostalgic  excursion  into 
life.  Settings  for  the  play  have 
been  designed  by  Richard 
Weaver  and  constructed  by  his 
stagecraft  class. 

When  first  presented,  “Ah, 
Wiiderness!”  was  an  outstand¬ 
ing  success  for  the  Theatre 
Guild.  The  role  of  the  father, 
assumed  at  MSC  by  Eisenhour, 
afforded  the  great  George 
M.  Cohan  one  of  his  finest 
roles. 

The  dean  of  American  dra¬ 
ma  critics,  Brooks  Atkinson, 
of  -the  New  York  . Times;  .said 
recently:  “In  the  years  since 
it  was  originally  performed, 
Mr.  O’Neill’s  only  comedy  has 
lost  none  of  its  wisdom  or  hu¬ 
mor.

In  a  college  curriculum,  it  is 
neccEsary  to  provide  many 
services  to  assi^  both  teacher 
and  student  in  better  fidfiHing 
Bie  functions  of  their  positions. 
This  isn’t  always  accomplished 
to  tile  nth  degree,  but'at  MSC, 
various  services  are  provided 
^at  are  frequently  overlooked. 

For  example,  the  Instruc¬ 
tional  Materials  Bureau 
(IMB),  under  the  direction  of 
Mr.  Luke  L.  Boone,  gives  spe¬ 
cialized  service  with  teaching 
materials  to  teachers  in  train¬ 
ing,  teachers  in  service,  and 
supei-visors  and  administrators 
in  Northwest  Missouri. 

The  functions  of  IMB  are; 
(1)  to  be  of  any  assistance  pos¬ 
sible  to  the  college  faculty  in 
the  development  and  use  of  in¬ 
structional  material;  (2)  to 
help  student  teachers  adapt  in¬ 
structional  materials  to  class¬ 
room  instruction;  (3)  to  en- 
com'age  the  use  of  instruction- 
lal  materials  in  the  Horace 
Mann  School  as  an  example  of 
a  superior  school;  (4)  to  help 
(he  public  schools  in  the  MSC 
district  with  instructional  ma¬ 
terials  problems,  and  (5)  to  de¬ 
velop  tlie  bureau  as  a  service 
•nit. 

One  of  the  objectives 
which  the  college  has 
adopted  for  teacher  educa¬ 
tion  is  for  the  prospective 
teacher  “to  ^comc  ac¬ 
quainted  with  the  wealth 
of  materials  which  are 
avaiiablc  for  instructional 
purposes.”  One  of  the 
ways  of  educating  superior 
teachers  is  to  have  before 
them  good  teachers  using 
instructional  materials. 

To  meet  the  needs  of  stu¬ 
dents  and  teachers  in  North¬ 
west  Missouri,  the  bureau  acts 
as  a  media  depository  for  Proj¬ 
ect  Communicate  and  a  dis¬ 
tribution  outlet  for  its  more 
than  800  instructional  films. 
This  means  that  whenever  a 
teacher,  whether  on  the  grade, 
high  school,  or  college  level,  in 
ttie  18  surrounding  counties  re¬ 
quires  a  specific  film  for  a 
certain  class  instruction,  all 
he  has  to  do  is  mail  or  phone 
in  a  request.  IMB  will  send  the 
material  requested  free  of 
charge,  requiring  only  that  it 
he  returned  promptiy  after 
■se. 

Before  coming  to  MSC  10 
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years  ago,  Mr.  Boone  was 
director  of  audio  •  visual 
aids  at  Eastern  Oregon 
College.  Besides  his  duties 
as  director  of  IMB,  be  is 
a  referrace  librarian,  and 
teaches  audio-visual  aids. 
He  received  his  BA  degree 
from  Iowa  State  Teachers 
College,  and  his  MA  at 
Iowa  University.  He  is  ac¬ 
tive  in  local,  state  and  na¬ 
tional  audio-visual  organi¬ 
zations,  is  past  president 
of  the  Missouri  State  chap¬ 
ter,  and  is  presently  on  its 
executive  committee. 

Since  he  arrived  on  campus, 
IMB  has  grown  from  a  one- 
room  office  and 'a  small  store¬ 
room  into  one  of  tiie  largest 
service  facilities  on  the  college 
grounds,  utilizing  office  space.

Houston  is  Mrs.  Judy  Fenster, 
who  sees  that  tiie  resource 
center  supplies  any  material 
requested.  To  accomplish  this, 
20  college  students  are  employ¬ 
ed  part-time  to  inspect,  pack, 
address,  and  mail  film,  work . 
as  projectionists  for  the  show¬ 
ing  of  films  on  campus  and  as 
technicians  for  radio  and  tele¬ 
vision  tapings. 

The  bureau  also  has  on  file, 
workbooks,  teaching  manuals, 
courses  of  study  from  many 
school  systems  of  tiie  United 
States,  a  picture  file,  resource 
units,  and  many  other  items 
useful  in  grade  and  high  school 
classes.

“We  all  have  extra  sensory 
perception  In  different  de¬ 
grees,”  maintains  Russ  Bur¬ 
gess,  noted  lecturer  on  ESP. 

Speaking  before  a  capacity 
crowd  in  the  Union  BaUroom 
»  last  Wednesday  afternoon,  Mr. 
Burgess  claimed  ESP  will

After  21  years  of  experimen¬ 
tation,  Mr.  Burgess  ascertains 
to  be  85  per  cent  correct  in  his 
predictions.  He  forecasts  the 
next  president  of  the  United 
States  will  be  Mr.  Richard 
Nixon  with  Mr.  Charles  Percy 
of  Illinois  as  vice  president.  In 


sent  to  Mr.  Bob  Dickey  of  the 
Union  Board  one  week  ago  by 
the  ESP  expert  was  opened  at 
the  assembly.  It  contained  his 
prediction  headline,  “Romney 
Gives  Up  in  New  Hampshire.”

•  Thus  Mr.  Harold  Lynch, 
state  supervisor  of  area  voca¬ 
tional  schools,  keynoted  his  ad¬ 
dress  last  Thursday  evening 
at  the  annual  banquet  of  Pi 
•Omega  Pi,  honorary  business 
fraternity. 

.  According  to  Mr.  Lynch, 
through  the  Vocational  Act  of 
1963,  the  federal  and  local  gov¬ 
ernments  have  worked  to  pro¬ 
vide  a  four-fold  program  of 
area  vocational  schooling:  spe¬ 
cial  vocational  high  schools, 
high  school  vocational  educa¬ 
tion,  post  high  school  vocation¬ 
al  training  institutes,  and  jun¬ 
ior  college  vocational  educa¬ 
tion  departments. 

The  schools  now  reach  Mis¬ 
souri  high  school  students  and 
adults  who  are  interested  in 
such  fields  as  electronics,  cos¬ 
metology,  auto  'mechanics, 
horticulture,  nursing  aid,  and 
food  service.  Secretaries  and 
accountants  are  also  trained 
for  business  employment. 

State  schools  provide  voca¬ 
tional  training  for  the  eight  out 
of  ten  people  in  Missouri  who 
need  it,  including  the  handi¬ 
capped.  The  schools  are  read¬ 
ily  able  to  find  jobs  for  their 
graduates. 

Mr.  Lynch,  a  graduate  of 
NWMSC,  displayed  maps  to 
show  locations  of  the  Missouri 
training  centers.

The  crowd  was  on  its  feet. 

'  Applause  resounded  through¬ 
out  the  theater.  It  rang  from 
the  walls  which  only  moments 
before  were  hushed  in  awe  of 
a  great  spectacle,  a  master  at 
work. 

t  The  scene?  The  Charles 
Johnson  Theater.  The  crowd? 
Over  450  members  of  the  stu¬ 
dent  body,  faculty,  and  citizens 
of  the  community.  The  event? 

A  solo  concert.  The  artist? 
Carlos  Montoya,  the  great 
flamenco  guitarist  who  is  ac¬ 
claimed  the  world’s  greatest 
I  flamenco  artist. 

But  what  is  a  flamenco  gui¬ 
tarist?  What  makes  him  tick? 
He  is  an  artist  of  the  highest 
degree.  He  is  motivated  by  a 
love  of  his  art  and  a  desire 

•  to  be  the  best  in  his  field.  His 
instrument  is  a  priceless  mas¬ 
terpiece. 

The  instrument  which  Mon¬ 
toya  dominates  so  mastei'fully 
is  as  much  an  individual  as 
Montoya  himself.  It  was  creat¬ 
ed  in  Spain  in  the  year  1954. 

»  So(m  after  its  commotion,  the 
creator  died.  Mwitoya  has 
never  found  its  equal.  He 
treasures  it  as  he  treasures 
his  life.
